perhaps the greatest woman 
athlete of the 20th century, 
will be brought to television 
screens next fall in a two- 
hour movie starring Susan 
Clark. 
Like Babe, Susan is tall, 
slender and competitive. But 
that’s as far as the com­ 
parison goes. 
Until she accepted the 
role, Susan’s athletic ac- 
tiv ites 
w ere 
lim ited 
to 
h orseback 
riding 
and 
sailing. Babe won two gold 
medals and a silver medal in 
track and field events at the 
1932 
Olympics in 
Berlin. 
Later she becam e the best 
woman golfer in the land. 
Clearly, this role could not 
have been played by, say, 
Barbra Streisand. 
With old-fashioned h a ir 
styles and a 1930s wardrobe, 
Susan captures the essence 
of 
M ildred 
“ B abe” 
Didrikson. She also collected 
a series of sore muscles, 
pulled tendons and assorted 
contusions. 
The C anadian-born a c ­ 
tress devoted nine weeks to 
training for the part which 
required her to run the 400 
m eter hurdles, throw the 
javelin, play basketball and 
golf and bowl. 
“ I worked out three hours 
every morning at UCLA with 
the women’s track team .” 
Susan said after completing 
the MGM film for CBS. “ And 
then I’d go to a golf course 
for three hours in the af­ 
ternoon. 
“ N ever had 
so 
m uch 
exercise in my life. And I lost 
IO pounds.” 
Susan isn t a m uscular 
girl. She has a bright sense 
of humor. She can do great 
im itatio n s of B urt L an­ 
c a ste r, 
with 
whom 
she 
starred in two movies. And 
she had no qualm s about the 
physical requirem ents of the 
role. 
“ I had some doubts in the 
second week of production 
when I w as running the 
hurdles,” she said. 
, 
“ I hit one with my knee 
and fell on the track with the 
hurdle on top of me. But I 
had to get up and keep 
running. The coaches told 
mc athletes performed with 


pain. They said it would get 
to a point when it wouldn t 
hurt anym ore if I just kept 
going. 
“They were right. But m y

was swollen 
for

Susan never was clocked 
in the 400 m eter hurdles. But 
she did run two m iles in 18 
m inutes, faster than 
any 
other actress around these 
days. And Susan threw the 
javelin 45 feet, surprising

farther. 
B abe’s 
record was 143 feet. 
She watched old training 
films and newsreels of the 
Babe 
in 
com petition, 
studying the Didrikson style 
and form. 
“The best film was taken 
of the 1932 pre-O lym pic 
tryouts in Evanston, (111.)” 
Susan said . 
“ Babe w as 
phenomenal. She won seven 
of the nine events.
